It is to be clearly understood that no Commanding Officer has any authority 
to order Officers under his command to provide themselves with any articles 
or any pattern of articles of Dress or Equipment other than those authorised 
by Regulation. Commanding Officers will be held personally responsible for the 
payment of any expense which may be entailed on Officers by their having to — 
replace, or to restore to the authorised pattern, articles which may be found by 


General Officers to be not in conformity therewith.

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


1. Aiguillette.—The Staff aiguillette is the distinguishing mark of officers serving on the 
Head Quarter, General and Personal Staff. It is worn by those officers only when 
performing staff duties, as laid down in the Queen’s Regulations, paragraph 1980. For 
description of aiguillette and method of wearing it, see paragraph 162. 

The description of aiguillette for Field Marshals, Personal Staff of the Queen and Royal 
Family, and Household Cavalry is included in the description of their respective uniforms. , 

2. Badges of Rank—The rank of offivers is shown by badges as under :— | 

| Field-Murshul—Crossed batons on a wreath of laurel, with a crown above. 

General—Crossed sword and baton, with star and crown above.

With regard to (1) and (4), Officers are permitted to use ordinary hunting saddles 
in lieu of those described, but they are recommended to provide themselves with 
the latter, as the articles laid down to be carried on the saddle, in marching order, 
cannot be satisfactorily carried on the huoting saddle; this, however, is a 
recommendation, and not an instruction. 

For Active Service, Staff Officers and Mounted Officers of Infantry should provide 
themselves with numnahs of regulation pattern, and with a corn sack, 12-lb., 
described in List of Changes, paragraph 8337. Numnahs of regulation shape, or 
leather numnahs cut to the shape of the saddle are permissive in peace time, but 
the Officers of each unit must turn out alike. 

Sashes—Sashes are worn by Field Marshals, General Officers, Colonels on the Staff, and 
Equerries to members of the Royal Family, round the waist, the tassels hanging from the 
left side. By other Officers, including A.D.C.’s and Equerries to the Queen, sashes are 
worn diagonally over the left shoulder under the left shoulder-strap and over the sword 
belt : the ends are crossed through a runner at the waist. Sashes will be of such length that 
the ends of the tassels shall just reach the bottom of the skirt of the tunic. 
Shoulder-cords or Shoulder-straps—Shoulder-cords or shoulder straps, except where other- 
wise provided, are worn on tunics, mess-jackets, frock-coats, patrol-jackets, frocks, cloaks, 
and greatcoats, A description is inchided in that of the articles on which they are worn. 
Spurs—(1.) With knee boota. Jack spurs with straps, buckles, and chains. 

(2.) With Wellington boots. Box spurs. 

Steel spurs will be worn, except on State occasions, in the evening when review 
order is worn, and in Mess Order, when brass box spurs with dumb rowels will be 
worn. For exceptions see under the services concerned. 

Straps— Whenever spurs are worn with trousers, straps are to be worn also. Foot chains 
are worn in the 3rd Dragoon Guards. 

Swords— Swords, unless otherwise described, will be made according to the specification 
given in Appendix VII. 

Sword Belts, Dress and Undress— As described for the respective Services in which they 
are worn. 

The universal pattern “Sam Browne” with two braces, revolver case, ammunition 
pouch, frog and oe leather scabkard is worn in all branches of the Service. For 
description see Appendices VII and VIII. 

Sword belts, other than the “Sam Browne” belt, will be worn as follows :— 

Over the tunic (or doublet) by the Personal Staff of the Sovereign and Royal Family, 
and by Officers of all arms except by Field-Marshals, General Officers, Colonels on the 
Staff, Equerries to the Royal Family, Officers of Cavalry of the Line, Mounted Officers 
of Royal Artillery, and Rifle Regiments.

Military medals will be worn in the order of the dates of the campaigns for which they 
have been conferred ; the first decoration or medal obtained being placed farthest from 
the left shoulder. 

Medals awarded by the Royal Humane Society for bravery in saving life will be worn, when 
authorized, on the right breast. 

Stars of Foreign Orders will be worn on the right or left breast according to the regulation 
laid down by the Sovereign by whom they are conferred. 

On all occasions when the Sovereign, or the representative of the Sovereign, is present, on the 
parade in celebration of the birthday of the Sovereign, and on State occasions, including 
levees, drawing-rooms, and _ balls, Ofticers of the Army who are Knights Grand Cross or 
Knights Grand Commanders of any British Orders, except the Order of the Garter and 
Order of the Thistle, will, when in uniform, wear the broad ribands of the Orders to which 
they belong, over the right shoulder and under the sash or belt. The ribands of the 
Order of the Garter and Order of the Thistle are worn over the left shoulder. Knights 
Commanders and Commanders will wear the ribands of the Orders to which they belong 
inside the collar of the tunic, the badge being suspended 2 inches below the lower edge of 
the collar. The ribands of Orders will not be worn by Officers attenling military funerals 
in review order. | 

Stars of Orders will be worn on occasions as above and in review order, but will not be worn 
with undress uniform or mess dress. 

On the occasions specified above, Officers of the Army, who may be members and honorary 
associates of the Order of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem in England, will wear the 
badge of the Order. 

In foreign countries, Officers of the Army will wear their stars when foreign Officera wear 
theirs. : 

Ribands ouly of medals and decorations will be worn with undress, mess-dress, or khaki 
uniform, and with white uniform except when it is worn in Review Order. These ribands 
will be 3 inch in length, and will be sewn on to the cloth of the coat or jacket, or, with 
white or khaki, worn on a bar, without intervals. They should not be made to overlap, and 
when there is not sufficient room to wear the ribands in one row, they should be worn in two 
rows, the lower being arranged directly under the upper. When there is not room for them 
on the mess jacket with roll collar they should extend on to the lappel below the collar 
badge.

1223. Fur Cap—Astrachan folding cap, colour of fur to match that of fur trimmings of great 
eyat. The body of the cap is similar in outline and folding arrangement to the field cap, 
7 inches high. A detachable fur flap on each side to protect the ears ; the flaps 44 inches 
long at the top and rounded at the bottom; the deepest point of the bottom curve 3$ 
inches from the top edge, fur on each side, and to hold them in position (whether down or 
up) they are connected by a strip of narrow black elastic tape attached to the lowest point 
of each curve. To attach the flaps to the cap, a piece of black silk, fitted with two hooks, 
is stitched to the top of each flap, two eyes corresponding in the lining of the cap. The 
hooks and eyes should be so placed that when the flap is hooked on, the fur edge of the 
top meets the fur edge of the lower rim of the cap, so that none of the silk strip may 
be seen, and the eyes should be placed sufficiently high to avoid pressure of the hooks 
and eyes on the sides of the head, when the flaps are worn. The straight top edge of the 
fur flaps should be cut at a slant, so that the flaps, when attached, hang with a slight 
inclination to the front, in order to allow them to lie flat to the ears when the elastic tape 
is under the chin. Officers of the Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers wear a gold 
embroidered upright grenade in the front of the cap, midway between top and bottom, 
when folded as usually worn. 
’ Other officers wear, midway in the front of the fur cap, a badge of the same design as 
they wear on the field cap. 
1224. Great Coats*—Heavy milled cloth of the colour authorised for the ordinary great coats 
for each Service, double breasted. Stand and fall collar, high enough (when fully extended) 
t> reach to the top of the ears. Shape generally like that of frock coat, but made some- 
vvhat looser (so as to fit over a mess or patrol jacket) and to reach within a foot of 
{he ground. The sleeves lined with “glassade” or “lustreine,” the body and skirts 
ined with worsted “venetian.” The collar covered with black astrachan fur in the 
case of blue coats, and with grey astrachan fur in the case of grey coats. The lappels lined

with similar fur on the inside (7.e., on the surface next to the breast when the lappels are 
closed acress it). The fur on the collar and lappels doubled over the cloth to form an 
edging 1 inch wide on the inside of the collar, and on the outside of the lappels, the edging 
to be continued to the waist. The cuffs trimmed with similar fur 5} inches deep all round. 
Four loops of }-inch black square cord down the front on each side. Each loop forms an 
eye in the centre above and below, and a crow’s foot at the end. A black netted olivet 
on each loop near the crow’s foot. Two olivets at the waist behind. Pocket inside the left 
breast. Pockets in the plaits of the skirts behind. ‘Three hooks and eyes on the collar. 
Shoulder straps of the same cloth as the garment, with a black netted button at the top. 
For Officers of Ritle Regiments, the fur will be black. 


1225. Knee Boots— Brown leather (black for Rifle regiments) similar to those worn by the rank 
and file, the official description of which is ‘boots, knee, Canada pattern.” The boots 
are worn outside the ordinary pantaloons or trousers. Officers can procure them on 
repayment from the Army Clothing Department, or from the Army Ordnance Department 
at Ilalifax, Nova Scotia. 

1226. Fur Gauntlets—Astrachan backs, leather paims. Colour of fur and leather to correspond 
with colour of fur trimming on great coat. Gauntlets to reach up to the top edge of the 
fur cuff on the great coat.

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APPENDIX II. 


J}—CARE AND PRESERVATION OF UNIFORM. 


Care and preservation of uniform and of gold lace. 


Articles of Uniform liable to be moth-eaten should be unfolded at intervals and well beaten and brushed in the 
open air. Russia leather parings, powdered camphor, naphthaline, carbolised paper, or turpentine sprinkled on brown 
paper, or on the garments, are good for the prevention of moth, and one or another of these preventives should be 
placed amongst articles of uniform which are to be packed away for any time. 

Before being packed away, gold lace, braid, cord, or buttous on garments should be covered with tissue paper, and 

hen placed iu tiu-lined air-tight cases. Care must be taken to use paper that ia thoroughly dry. For the prevention 
of moth, the garments should be well aired and brushed before being packed. 

Gold trimmings and gold lace that have become slightly tarnished can be cleaned with a mixture of cream of 
tartar and dry bread rubbed up very fin2, applied in a dry state, and brushed lightly with a clean soft brush. 


Removing stains from scarlet tunics or frocks. 


In many cases stains may be removed by the part affected being rubbed with dry pipeclay and then well brushed 
with «a clean brush. Should this fail to remove them the following mixture may be tried :— 
+ ounce of salts of sorrel to 4 a pint of boiling water. 
2 ounce of cream of tartar to $ a pint of cold water. 
Each solution should be kept in a separate flat vessel. 
These quantities will be sufficient to clean 2 or 3 garments. 
The garment which requires cleaning should be first well beaten and brushed, and a perfectly clean hard brush 
should be used in applying the solutions. 
The solutions should be applied alternately commencing with the salts of sorrel, until the garment has been 
washed all over, and all the stains removed. 
If the weather permit, the cleaned garments should be hung up in the sun to dry; if not, they should be hung up 
in a dry place, but not near fires or stoves,

DESCRIPTION OF THE LATEST PATTERN OF SERVICE REVOLVER: “PISTOL, WEBLEY., 
MARK IV.” See paragraph 30. 
(Plate 65.) 

This Pistol belongs to the class of extracting revolvers. The calibre is ‘441 iach. The principal parts are 
the barrel (a), the cvlinder (b), and the body (ec). 

The barrel is jointed to the body at (d), and held in positicn for firing by the rib (e) extending back on to the 
body, and is firmly secured by the barrel catch (/). 

The cylinder is chambered to hold 6 cartridges, and is mounted to the barrel on a fixed axis, and held in position 
at the time of extracting by the cam (g).. 

The stem of the extractor lies in the fixed axis, surrounded by a spiral spring which returns the extractor after 
ercne the cartridge cases ; the extractor is forced out by a small lever in the jomt as the barrel is being rotated on 
the joint pin. 7 

When it is necessary to remove the cylinder for cleaning, the fixing screw (j) must be unscrewed, and the pistol 
opened to its fullest extent; then, by pressing the lever (4) against the vam (g), the cylinder will be free ; in no 
other position can the cylinder be taken off the axis. 

; pier enae is fitted with a shield plate (7) of hardened steel, to prevent wear of firing hole, and to support base 
ot cartridge.

DESCRIPTION OF SADDLERY. 


(1) FIsLD MarsHALs AND GENERAL OFFICHRS, 


Head Collar.— Bridle leather. 

The head is 1} inches, and the throat lash { inch in width ; each is fitted with a chased gilt double buckle. 

The noseband and backstay are 1} inches in width, and are titted with two 1#-inch by 14-inch gilt squares.

SWORDS AND SCABBARDS. 


(1) Fiztp MarsHats and GENERAL Orvicers. (Approved, 27th July, 1896.) 


(Plate 66.) 


Sword.—The blade is of the shape shown in the annexed plate. The mounting is metal gilt, and consists of 
crosspiece, strap, two studs and screws, and sword-knot bushes Gall ornamented). The grips are of ivory, fastened 
on the tang with the above-mentioned studs and screws. 

The blade may be plain, or ornamentally embossed. 

The blade recovers straightness after being subjected to a weight of 10 Ibs. vertically with 1 inch depression. 

Scabbard.—The scabbard is of steel, and is fitted with an iron sputcheon with brass mouthpiece, brazed on and 
fixed in scabbard with two screws. Two bands with loose rings are tixed on with two screws 3 inches and 12 inches 
respectively from the top of the mouthpiece. 

The lining consists of two strips of wood held in position by the sputcheon.

The guard, grip, and ferrule are held in position by a nut screwed on the tang; the strap is held in position by 
the ferrule, and by the tang being riveted over the top of the strap. 

The guard is of steel, and is pierced by an ornamental device. The grip is of wood, covered with fish skin, and 
bound with silver wire. It must be from 5 inches to 5} inches long, variation being allowed according to size of hand. 

The blade may be plain, or ornamentally embossed. In the latter case, while it is not necessary that a 
uniform pattern of ornamentation should be followed, the design should not include any badge or device beyond 
the Royal Monogram avd Crown, and the usual manufacturer’s name or trade mark. 

Swords of this pattern should stand the following tests :— 

Blade, in set and stiffened stage.— Struck back and edge, and on both tlata, on an oak block by hand. 

With a weight of 30 Ibs, in the vertical testing machine, the Dlade should recover straightness after not less than 
1 inch depression ; in the same machine it should be shortened 4 inches. 

Hilt assembled.—Struck a moderate blow on an oak block, back and edge, to test the soundness of hilting. 

Sword complete.—-With a weight of 28 lbs. in the vertical testing machine, the sword should recover straightness 
after not less than 1 inch depression. | 

Scabbard.—The scabbard is of steel, and is fitted with a German silver mouthpiece with sputcheon brazed 
on, fixed to the scabbard by two screws. Two bands with loose rings are brazed on the scabbard, 2,5, inches and 
103 inches respectively from the top of the mouthpiece. 

The lining is of leather, blocked flesh side out, turned, butted, and herring-bone stitched with fine waxed thread 
on the right side of lining, and held in position by the sputcheon.

BELTS AND SWORD KNOT (UNIVERSAL PATTERN).

(1) THE “SAM BROWNE” BELTS. 


Pattern No, 397. Sealed 4th January, 1900. 
(Plate 70.) 
(Worn by officers of all branches of the service. See paragraph 28). 


The belts, complete, consist of a waist-belt, two shoulder-belts, a sword-frog, an ammunition-pouch, and a pistol- 
case ; the whole made of brown bridle leather. 

The waist-belt is 22 inches wide, and of a length to suit the wearer. It is fitted with a double-tongued brass 
buckle, and has four brass dees for the shoulder-belts (two at the back, and one on each side), a running loop for the 
free end of the belt, two brass rings for attachment of the frog, and a hook for hooking it up. The waist-belt is 
lined with faced basil. 

The shoulder-belts are plain straps (crossed at the back through a loop). They are 14 inches wide. The patterns 
are about 35 inches long over all, without chapes. The length however may be varied to suit the wearer. They are 
fitted with studs for attachment to the dees at the back of the waist-belt. A chape, with stud and a buckle, is 
provided for each, for attachment to the dees at the sides of the belt. 

= mounted services the strap over the left shoulder need not be worn, except when it is required to support the 
revolver. 

The frog is fitted with two straps, which are to be d through the rings on the lower of the belt. Each 
strap is secured by a stud. The frog has a small brass dee on the top, to go over the hook on the belt when 
“hooking up.” A small strap passes through the front and back for securing the sword scabbard. A stud is 
fitted on the front of the frog, upon which the tab of the scabbard supporter may be fastened. (See description of 
leather scabbard. ) : 

A small strap for steadying the sword hilt is attached to the rear ring for the frog, holes being made in the strap to 
pass over a stud on the belt above the front ring. 

The ammunition-pouch and pistol-case are fitted with loops on the back for attachment to the waist-belt ; also 
with stud and tab fastenings. t he loop on the pistol-case is furnished with a small brass hook, which should pass 
through a hole to be made for the purpose in the belt to suit the wearer in order to secure the case and keep it in 
position. 
The pattern pistol-case is to be regarded as typical only, as its dimensions must suit the particular pattern 
of pistol carried. 

The “furniture” should be of the best yellow brass. 


(2) WEB SWORD BELT. 


(See paragraph 28.) 
This consists of a waist belt anda shoulder suspender of worsted web, strengthened at various parts with 
black Morocco leather. It is furnished with loops, chapes, and dees, as shown in the drawing annexed. The loops 


- aud chapes are of Morocco leather, and the furniture of gilding metal. 


The suspender is fitted with hooks so that it can be removed by officers wearing the web belt under the sash, 
outside the frock coat.
